18.  To  see  if  the  Town  of  Pittsfield  will  vote  to  accept 
Resolution  "A"  and  "B-l ",  as  written  below,  in  order  to  aid 
in  the  fulfillment  of  requirements  necessary  for  the  Town  to 
become  eligible  for  the  flood  insurance  program  as  defined 
by  "The    Flood    Disaster    Protection    Act    of    1973."    Said 
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Resolutions  to  be  acted  upon  separately  and  voted  as  such  by 
this  meeting.  The  Resolutions  to  be  considered  are  as 
follows: 

WHEREAS,  certain  areas  of  Pittsfield  are  subject  to 
periodic  flooding  from  rivers,  streams,  and  ponds,  causing 
serious  damages  to  properties  within  these  areas;  and 

WHEREAS,  relief  is  available  in  the  form  of  Federally 
subsidized  flood  insurance,  as  authorized  by  the  National 
Flood  Insurance  Act  of  1968;  and 

WHEREAS,  it  is  the  intent  of  the  Town  Meeting  to  require 
the  recognition  and  evaluation  of  flood  and/or  mudslide 
hazards  in  all  official  actions  relating  to  land  use  in  the  flood 
plain  areas  having  special  flood  (and/or  mudslides)  hazards; 
and 

WHEREAS,  this  body  has  the  legal  authority  to  adopt  land 
use  and  control  measures  to  reduce  future  flood  losses 
pursuant  to  N.  H.  RSA  Chapter  31,  36,  156,  156A 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED,  that  the  Town 
Meeting  hereby: 

1.  Assures  the  Federal  Insurance  Administration  that  it 
intends  to  enact  and  maintain  in  force  for  those  areas  having 
flood  hazards,  adequate  land  use  and  control  measures  with 
effective  enforcement  provisions  consistent  with  the  Criteria 
set  forth  in  Section  1910  of  the  National  Flood  Insurance 
Program  Regulation;  and 

2.  Vests  (the  Planning  Board  or  Town  Manager  or  other 
duly  authorized  Municipal  Officer)  with  the  responsibility, 
authority,  and  means  to: 

(a)  Delineate  or  assist  the  Administrator,  at  his  request,  in 
delineating  the  limits  of  the  areas  having  special  flood 
hazards  on  available  local  maps  of  sufficient  scale  to  identify 
the  location  of  building  sites. 

(b)  Provide  such  information  as  the  Administrator  may 
request  concerning  present  uses  and  occupancy  of  the  flood 
plain. 

(c)  Cooperate  with  Federal,  State  and  local  agencies  and 
private  firms  which  undertake  to  study,  survey,  map,  and 
identify  flood  plain  or  mudslide  areas,  and  cooperate  with 
neighboring  communities  with  respect  to  management  of 
adjoining  flood  plain  in  order  to  prevent  aggravation  of 
existing  hazards. 

(d)  Submit  on  the  anniversary  date  of  the  community's 
initial  eligibility  an  annual  report  to  the  Administrator  on  the 
progress  made  during  the  past  year  within  the  community  in 
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the    development    and    implementation    of    Flood    plain 
management  measures. 

3.  Appoints  the  Building  Inspector  to  maintain  for  public 
inspection  and  to  furnish  upon  request  a  record  of  elevations 
(in  relation  to  mean  sea  level)  of  the  lowest  floor  (including 
basement)  of  all  new  and  substantially  improved  structures 
located  in  the  special  flood  hazard  areas.  If  the  lowest  floor  is 
below  grade  on  one  or  more  sides,  the  elevation  of  the  floor 
immediately  above  must  also  be  recorded. 

4.  Intends  to  take  such  other  official  action  within  its 
powers  as  may  reasonably  be  necessary  to  carry  out  the 
objectives  of  the  program. 

RESOLUTION  B4 

WHEREAS,  the  Town  of  Pittsfield  will  adopt  and  enforce 
the  necessary  Building  Codes,  Zoning  Ordinance  and 
Subdivision  Regulations  within  those  areas  classified  as 
Flood  Prone  Areas,  said  areas  defined  by  the  National  Flood 
Insurance  Act  of  1968,  and  identified  by  the  Flood  Hazard 
Boundary  Maps  or  those  Maps  which  are  so  designated  as 
the  proper  instrument  of  identification  and, 

WHEREAS,  Those  sections  of  the  aforesaid  prohibits  any 
person,  firm  or  corporation  from  erecting,  constructing, 
enlarging,  altering,  repairing,  improving,  moving  or 
demolishing  any  building  or  structure  without  first  obtaining 
a  separate  building  permit  for  each  building  or  structure 
from  the  Building  Inspector,  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Building  Inspector  must  examine  all 
plans  and  specifications  for  the  proposed  construction  when 
application  is  made  to  him  for  the  building  permit. 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  ENACTED  by  the  Town 
Meeting  of  Pittsfield,  as  follows: 

1.  The  Town  Meeting  recommends  that  the  Planning 
Board  amend  their  regulations  pertaining  to  the  flood  hazard 
area  to  assure  the  (i)  all  proposals  are  consistent  with  the 
need  to  minimize  flood  damage,  (ii)  all  public  utilities  and 
facilities,  such  as  sewer,  gas,  electrical,  and  water  systems 
are  located,  elevated,  and  constructed  to  minimize  flood 
damage,  and  (iii)  adequate  drainage  is  provided  so  as  to 
reduce  exposure  to  flood  hazards;  and 

2.  The  Town  Meeting  recommends  that  the  Planning 
Board  amend  their  regulations  pertaining  to  the  flood  hazard 
areas  to  require  new  or  replacement  water  supply  systems 
and/or  sanitary  sewage  systems  to  be  designed  to  minimize 
or  eliminate  infiltration  of  flood  waters  into  the  systems  and 
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discharges  from  the  systems  into  flood  water,  and  require 
on-site  waste  disposal  systems  to  be  located  so  as  to  avoid 
impairment  ol  them  or  contamination  from  them  during 
Hooding,  pursuant  to  N.  H.  RSA  36:21. 

19.  To  transact  any  other  business  which  may  legally  come 
before  this  Meeting.

REPORT  OF  THE  CIVIL  DEFENSE  DIRECTOR 

Civil  Defense  police,  under  the  direction  of  Nolan  Avery, 
were  active  during  1974,  assisting  at  the  Dog  Sled  Races,  the 
Pittsfield  Lions-Firemen  Summer  Carnival  and  the  Hal- 
loween activities. 

One  of  the  best  additions  to  the  organization  was  the  Help- 
ing Hand  Patrol,  an  emergency  ambulance  service  and 
patrol,  who  also  have  rendered  service  on  the  above-men- 
tioned occasions.  This  is  in  addition  to  the  hours  these  men 
and  women  have  spent  to  become  qualified  and  remain  pro- 
ficient in  order  to  give  freely  of  their  time  to  assist  us. 

A  110-watt  gasoline-powered  generator  was  procured  this 
year  at  no  cost  and  will  be  kept  at  the  Town  Hall  for  emer- 
gency use. 

We  currently  have  17  members  in  the  Civil  Defense  Unit 
who  unselfishly  give  of  their  time  so  that  we  may  be  prepared 
in  the  unhoped  for  event  of  either  a  national  or  local  disaster.

The  1974  record  of  children  passing  the  swimming 
lessons  were:  beginners,  19;  advanced  beginners,  8;  inter- 
mediates, 6;  swimmers,  4;  Jr.  life  saving,  4;  and  Sr.  life 
saving,  4. 

Kara  Hast  was  named  Miss  Pool  1974  and  Andrew  Fries 
was  named  Mr.  Pool  1974  at  the  Annual  Pool  Day. 

Another  record  season  attendance  was  obtained  with  all 
proceeds  being  turned  into  the  town  treasurer. 

Proceeds  from  the  Citizen  of  the  Year  Dance,  sponsored  by 
the  Recreation  Commission,  will  be  used  to  replace  worn  out 
equipment  and  repair  damages  done  throughout  the  winter. 

Before  the  opening  of  the  pool  each  year,  the  pool  is 
drained  and  cleaned,  the  water  is  tested  weekly  by  the  N.H.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PITTSFIELD  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 
FOR  THE  CALENDAR  YEAR  1974 

Your  Police  Department  submits  the  following  report  for 
1974:  3801  calls  were  made  to  the  Department  through  the 
Dispatch  Center  during  the  year.  Listed  below  is  a 
breakdown  of  incidents  reported,  investigated  or  assisted. 

There  were  468  cases  presented  in  Pittsfield  Municipal 
Court  and  a  total  of  $11,397.58  assessed  in  fines,  of  which 
$6,331.45  was  retained  by  the  Town. 

Four  officers  completed  the  32-hour  Special  Officer 
Training  Course  at  New  Hampshire  Technical  Institute;  this 
training  is  funded  by  the  Governor's  Commission  on  Crime 
and  Delinquency. 

There  has  been  considerable  updating  of  Department  com- 
munications this  year,  also  through  the  Commission  on 
Crime  and  Delinquency  and  donations  of  local  citizens.  The 
radio  in  the  cruiser  was  improved  to  permit  car-to-car  contact 
with  State  Police  and  cruisers  from  other  towns,  and  two 
4-channel  walkie-talkies  were  purchased.  Donations  were 
received  from  Colonel  J.  Frank  Drake,  Mr.  George  Freese, 
New  Hampshire  Savings  Bank  and  Pittsfield  Rotary  Club,  in 
the  total  amount  of  $350.00.  Of  this  amount,  there  remains 
$201.72  which  will  be  applied  to  purchase  of  additional 
equipment  in  1975. 

Pittsfield  Police  Department  wishes  to  express  its  appre- 
ciation to  George  and  Courtland  Freese  and  their  Globe  of 
New  Hampshire  for  their  generous  gift  of  11  winter  overcoats 
and  5  raincoats  to  the  officers.

ANNUAL  REPORT  — 1974 

The  Trustees  especially  wish  to  thank  the  VFW  Auxiliary 
for  the  flag  pole  and  handsome  new  all-weather  flag  which 
now  stand  on  the  Library  lawn  and  enhance  the  building. 

At  the  request  of  the  State  Library,  Carpenter  Library 
played  host  to  a  special  District  Meeting  in  May  to  discuss 
possibilities  for  summer  programs.  As  a  follow-up,  weekly 
Story  Hours  were  conducted  through  the  summer  with 
volunteers  —  mostly  recruited  from  the  Forever  Young 
Group  —  as  the  story-tellers.  The  average  attendance  was  14 
and  a  final  program,  kindly  supplied  by  Annette  Drolet  and 
Malcolm  McKinney,  included  refreshments. 

Several  local  people  lent  interesting  collections  for  display; 
particularly  notable  were  the  souvenirs  from  Japan,  the  old 
kitchen  utensils  and  the  charming  antique  toys  at  Christmas. 

Due  to  the  Energy  Crisis  the  Library  remained  closed 
Thursday  evenings  January  through  March  to  cooperate  in 
the  saving  of  fuel. 

Ever  increasing  use  of  the  Jenkins  Room  prompted  the 
Trustees  to  replace  the  worn  out  lock  on  the  entry  door.  The 
Pittsfield  Evening  Extension  Group  generously  gave  a 
Bulletin  Board,  to  be  used  by  organizations,  which  was 
pressed  into  immediate  service. 

Mrs.  Chase  took  a  Fall  course,  Reading  and  Evaluating 
Children's  Books  at  U.N.H.  and  both  she  and  Mrs.  Van  Horn 
met  regularly  with  Mr.  Mark  Jarvis  and  the  Resource  Classes 
of  the  Grammar  School.  In  December  Mrs.  Van  Horn's  group 
rehearsed  and  performed  a  short  Christmas  play  in  the 
Library. 

Carpenter  Library  is  proud  of  the  part  it  has  played  in  the 
formation  of  the  Pittsfield  Area  Arts  Council.  Not  only  has  it 
provided  the  meeting  place  for  the  planning  and  steering 
committee,  but  it  has  cooperated  with  the  Theater 
Committee  by  sponsoring  free  film  shows,  the  Visual  Arts 
Committee  with  its  free  Art  lecture  series,  the  Literary 
Committee  in  setting  up  Creative  Writing  Workshops  and  by 
being  the  rehearsal  hall  for  the  Suncook  Valley  Chorale.  We 
wish  the  Council  a  long  and  productive  life!

The  past  year  was  very  exciting  for  the  Fire  Department. 
We  made  our  first  move  in  nearly  100  years.  We  moved  into 
our  new  headquarters  in  July,  after  much  work  getting  the 
building  ready  to  occupy.  An  upstairs  storage  area  was  con- 
verted into  a  kitchen  with  all  appliances  being  bought  by  the 
Department  and  Auxiliary.  Wall-to-wall  carpeting  was 
installed  in  the  building,  again  at  the  expense  of  the  Depart- 
ment. Office  equipment- and  Meeting  Room  chairs 
were  purchased  as  the  result  of  a  sizeable  donation  given  to 
the  Department  by  a  former  resident  in  the  memory  of 
former  Department  members.  The  hose  washer  and  hose 
drying  hoist  and  rack  mentioned  in  the  Department's  Equip- 
ment, was  purchased  by  the  Department  and  has  proved 
most  useful  to  us. 

An  Open  House  was  held  in  July  and  many  interested 
townspeople  came  to  view  the  new  building.  Dedication 
ceremonies  were  held,  during  which  time  the  American  Flag 
from  the  office  of  Senator  Thomas  Mclntyre,  and  the  State 
Flag  were  presented  by  a  representative  of  the  Governor's 
Office. 

In  October,  a  First  Aid  and  Rescue  Course  was  started  and 
will,  continue  for  23  weeks.  The  instructor  for  the  course  is 
John  Trocchi,  a  member  of  the  State  First  Aid  Instructors. 
During  October  we  were  all  saddened  by  the  passing  of  a 
Captain  of  our  Department,  Edward  Riel.  A  Memorial  Fund 
was  started  and  will  be  used  to  purchase  rescue  equipment. 
The  Department  wishes  to  thank  all  those  people  who  con- 
tributed to  make  this  possible. 

We  are  very  proud  of  our  New  Building  and  wish  to  thank 
all  those  who  made  it  possible.  Many  years  of  dedication  and 
hard  work  were  given  to  this  cause  and  we  wish  to  give  a 
special  thanks  to  Mr.  John  Barto  and  Mr.  Richard  Foss  for 
helping  to  make  it  a  reality.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  the  Pittsfield  School 
District,  I  respectfully  submit  my  ninth  annual  report  as  your 
Superintendent  of  Schools. 

Last  year  a  Committee  was  formed  to  assess  the  existing 
school  facilities  and  programs.  Their  findings  were  printed  in 
last  year's  Annual  Report  (1973)  and  appeared  to  echo  the 
findings  of  previous  committees.  It  is  important  to  reiterate 
some  of  their  findings: 

A.  Memorial  School  —  This  building  should  be  replaced 
with  a  new  consolidated  elementary  school  that  will  house 
grades  1-6. 

B.  Grammar  School  —  This  building  should  be  abandoned 
as  soon  as  posssible.  It  does  not  appear  to  have  any  future 
value  to  the  School  Department. 

C.  Elementary  Section  of  High  School  —  Grades  5  and  6 
should  be  housed  in  an  elementary  building  for  grades  1-6. 
Construction  of  a  building  for  these  students  would  free  five 
classrooms  for  High  School  use. 

This  information  was  discussed  during  the  1974  Annual 
School  District  Meeting  with  the  public  voting  to  endorse  the 
appointment  of  a  seven  member  school  building  committee, 
charged  with  the  responsibility  to  formulate  plans  for  an 
elementary  school  facility.  This  building  committee  worked 
hard  and  long  in  the  formulation  of  plans  for  an  elementary 
facility  and  the  public,  during  a  public  hearing,  voiced 
concern  in  regards  to  the  present  elementary  facilities.  This 
most  recent  committee  reported  "as  far  back  as  1969,  we 
were  concerned  about  the  critical  need  for  an  improved  ele- 
mentary school  facility." 

The  Budget  Committee  voted  "not  to  recommend"  the 
article  under  which  the  voters  would  have  taken  action  on  the 
construction  of  a  new  elementary  school.  The  Budget  Com- 
mittee, having  taken  this  action  on  a  proposed  bond  issue, 
did  not  make  it  possible  for  the  voters  to  decide  the  critical 
need  for  a  new  elementary  school.  It  appears  the  town  has 
more  serious  problems  having  a  bearing  upon  the  tax  rate, 
such  as  a  new  dump,  and  a  new  sewerage  system.  The 
priorities  for  new  school  facilities  for  Pittsfield  youth  rates 
low  on  the  list. 

Everyone  is  concerned  with  the  frustrations  of  the 
economy  and  the  problems  of  unemployment.  The  cost  of 
living  is  at  a  record  high  and  the  unemployment  is  at  a  record 
level  for  these  modern  times.  This  has  placed  added  burdens 
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on  your  school  administrators,  and  especially  your  school 
board.  The  proposed  budget  for  1975-76  reflects  the  frustra- 
tions of  the  times.  Many  things  which  should  have  been 
included  in  the  budget  have  been  deleted  or  postponed. 

It  may  be  interesting  to  note  —  the  cost  to  educate  a  high 
school  student  in  Pittsfield  is  the  lowest  in  the  entire  State. 
Based  on  1973-74  expenditures,  it  cost  $693.85  per  high 
school  student  in  Pittsfield,  while  the  State  Average  was 
S925.00  per  student.  During  the  eight  years  I  have  been 
associated  with  Pittsfield,  the  high  school  per  pupil  cost  has 
increased  by  33  %  while  the  State  Average  has  increased 
57n'o .  I  do  not  want  to  imply  this  is  necessarily  to  my  credit 
because  having  the  lowest  secondary  per  pupil  cost  may  not 
be  the  best  thing.  It  is  not  necessarily  something  for  which 
you  may  be  proud. 

Students  and  citizens  became  concerned  last  June  as  to  the 
location  of  the  graduation  exercises  and  a  baccalaureate  pro- 
gram. The  school  board  held  a  public  meeting  in  order  to  give 
everyone  an  opportunity  to  present  their  point  of  view.  After 
taking  everything  into  consideration,  the  school  board 
established  the  practice  that  graduation  will  be  held  on 
school  property  and  that  a  baccalaureate  program  will  be 
planned  each  year  which  would  enable  students,  on  a  volun- 
tary basis  to  attend. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the  School 
Board  for  their  patience,  understanding,  and  dedication. 
Also,  my  appreciation  to  the  citizens,  parents,  and  school 
personnel  for  their  continued  interest  in  the  school  system.

REPORT  OF  THE  ASSISTANT  SUPERINTENDENT 
OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  the  Pittsfield  School 
District,  I  respectfully  submit  my  third  annual  report  as 
Assistant  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

I  have  selected  the  following  topics  to  report  on:  (1)  Staff 
Development;  (2)  Special  Education;  (3)  Title  I;  (4)  Recruit- 
ing; and  (5)  Elementary  School  Building  Committee. 
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I 

Iii  January  1970,  the  State  Board  of  Education  appointed  a 
Professional  Standards  Board  to  "develop  teacher  prepara- 
tion, certification  and  inservice  education  recommendations 
for  the  State  Board.  .  ." 

In  June  1971,  the  State  Board  of  Education  upon  the  re- 
commendation of  the  Professional  Standards  Board,  ap- 
proved Staff  Development  as  a  State-wide  method  of  pro- 
fessional growth  and,  hence,  a  basis  of  teacher  recertifica- 
tion,  to  become  effective  July  1,  1975.  Each  Supervisory 
Union  was  charged  with  the  responsibility  to  develop  a 
three-year  Master  Plan  which  would  contain  procedures  and 
guidelines  for  the  recertification  process. 

The  Staff  Development  Committee  of  Supervisory  Union 
#49  has  been  meeting  regularly  this  year  to  develop  a  Master 
Plan  which  will   meet   the   teacher  inservice   needs  of  the 
school  districts  of  Alton,  Barnstead,  Pittsfield  and  the  Gov 
ernor    Wentworth    Regional.    As    part    of    the    process    of 
developing  a  Master  Plan,  the  Committee  conducted  a  Needs 
Assessment.  The  results  of  the  needs  assessment  indicated 
that  we  should  strive  for  improvement  in  the  following  major 
goal  areas:  To  have  students  ( 1 )  develop  a  desire  for  learning 
now  and  in  the  future;  (2)  develop  pride  in  work  and  feeling 
o\'  self-worth;   (3)  develop  skills  to  enter  a  specific  field  o\ 
work;  and  (4)  goal  information  needed  to  make  job  selections. 
Effective  July  1,  1975,  each  teacher  of  the  district  needs  to 
consider  these  general  goals  when  he  submits  an  individual 
plan   for  recertification.    In   essence  then,   teachers   will    be 
striving  to  meet  local  educational  needs  in  addition  to  meet 
ing  their  professional  growth  needs. 

II 
We  are  operating  under  new  standards  for  the  education  ot 
handicapped  children.  Prior  to  this  year  the  local  school 
district  was  responsible  for  providing  education  to  handi- 
capped children  aged  5-21.  New  standards  resulted  in  the 
school  district's  responsibility  for  the  education  o\  the  handi- 
capped child  from  birth  to  twenty-one  years  o\  age.  Parents 
of  handicapped  children  must  submit  a  request  for  placement 
to  the  Superintendent's  Office.  This  request  is  then  reviewed 
by  a  Screening  Committee  composed  of  local  staff  members. 
The  Screening  Committee  reviews  pertinent  records  and  re- 
commendations and  meets  with  the  parents.  Appropriate 
placement  is  then  recommended. 

The     School     District     is     responsible     for     establishing 
programs  for  handicapped  children  as  approved  by  the  State 
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Board  of  Fducation,  or  it  shall  pay  tuition  to  such  an 
approved  program  maintained  by  another  school  district  or 
b\  a  private  organization  or  provide  a  minimum  of  five  hours 
per  week  of  home  instruction.  This  new  procedure  represents 
an  additional  expenditure  for  the  School  District  as  the 
district  is  not  prepared  to  offer  specialized  pre-school  pro- 
grams; thus  the  children  are  usually  placed  in  programs 
outside  of  the  local  district.  The  district  is  liable  for  the  State 
Average  Tuition  Cost  and  a  like  amount  of  transportation. 

Ill 
We  are  in  the  second  year  of  the  Title  I  Cooperative  Early 
Childhood  project  with  the  School  District  of  Alton  and  Barn- 
stead.  The  purpose  of  the  project  is  to  develop  procedures  for 
the  identification  of  individual  student  learning  needs  and 
instructional  programs  to  meet  those  needs.  The  project  is 
under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Judith  Bush  and  was  recently 
commended  for  its  design  and  operation  bv  the  State  Title  I 
Office. 

IV 
This  year  twelve  teachers  were  recruited  for  the  Pittsfield 
Schools.  Included  in  the  twelve  are  Eric  Knowlton,  Assistant 
Principal  of  the  High  School  and  David  Munroe,  Head 
Teacher  of  the  Memorial  School.  We  are  very  pleased  with 
the  contributions  that  these  new  teachers  have  made.  I  do 
hope  that  in  the  next  few  years  Pittsfield  will  have  less  teach- 
er turnover  than  it  has  had  in  the  past. 

V 
The  School  Building  Committee  was  organized  following 
last  year's  annual  meeting.  It  was  my  pleasure  to  work  with 
Leo  Eraser,  Chairman;  and  the  following  committee  mem- 
bers: Elsie  Morse,  Paula  Finnegan,  Christine  Tasker,  Robert 
Emerson,  Fred  Hast,  Robert  Lemer,  and  Mori  Mitsui.  The 
Committee  worked  long  and  hard  to  develop  a  proposal  that 
would  adequately  meet  Pittsfield's  very  real  building  and 
program  needs.  Unfortunately,  the  Budget  Committee  did 
not  consider  the  Committee's  proposal  acceptable.  The  citi- 
zens of  Pittsfield  must  still  come  to  gripe  with  the  problems 
of  inadequate,  inefficient,  and  insufficient  school  facilities. 

It  has  been  my  pleasure  to  enjoy  the  support  and  coopera- 
tion of  the  Pittsfield  School  Board,  Administration,  and 
Faculty.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISING  PRINCIPAL 

To  the  Members  of  the  School  Board,  the  Superintendent 
of  Schools  and  the  Citizens  of  Pittsfield,  I  respectfully  submit 
my  second  annual  report  as  Supervising  Principal  of  the 
Pittsfield  Schools. 

The  Pittsfield  School  District  opened  in  September  1974 
with  799.  students  enrolled  in  Grades  1-12.  Thirteen  of  the 
forty-five  professional  staff  members  are  new  to  the  District. 
These  staff  members  and  their  assignments  are:  Mr.  Eric 
Knowlton,  Assistant  Principal;  Mr.  David  Munroe,  Grade  2 
and  Building  Principal  at  the  Memorial  School;  Miss  Laurel 
Kimball,  Grade  3;  Mrs.  Sandra  Kimball,  Remedial  Reading; 
Mrs.  Joy  Templeton,  Speech  Therapy;  Mr.  Ronald  Bergeron, 
Business  Education;  Miss  Celeste  Chasse,  Grade  6  and 
English;  Mr.  Gerald  Davis,  English;  Mr.  Errol  Easter, 
Industrial  Arts;  Mr.  Richard  Kerper,  Social  Studies;  Mr. 
Kenneth  Latchaw,  Vocational  Education;  Mrs.  Maureen 
Tremblay,  English;  Mr.  Albert  Valentine,  Music. 

A  new  reading  program  was  introduced  in  Grades  1 
through  6.  This  level-approach  to  reading  will  help  to  elimi- 
nate the  reading  problems  which  many  of  our  youngsters 
experience. 

The  volunteer  tutorial  program  at  the  Memorial  and 
Grammar  Schools  involving  both  mothers  and  high  school 
students  has  continued  successfully. 

Extensive  remodeling  was  done  at  the  Memorial  and 
Grammar  Schools  as  a  result  of  the  State  Fire  Marshall's 
report. 

The  high  school  curriculum  was  expanded  to  a  seven 
period  day  and  many  elective  courses  were  added  to  better 
meet  individual  student  needs. 

The  high  school  received  $10,000  from  the  Federal  Gov- 
ernment to  implement  a  Vocational  Education  program.  This 
program  will  zero-in  on  potential  drop-outs  in  an  attempt  to 
keep  these  youngsters  in  school.  Mr.  John  Douglass,  Gui- 
dance Director,  did  an  outstanding  job  in  working  to  obtain 
these  funds. 

Seniors  in  Building  Trades  class,  under  the  direction  of 
Mr.  Kenneth  Latchaw,  made  major  repairs  to  the  grandstand 
at  Drake  Athletic  Field  and  were  involved  with  a  number  of 
other  community  construction  projects.  Plans  are  being  made 
for  this  class  to  build  a  house  during  the  school  year  1975-76. 
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In  closing  I  would  like  to  express  my  thanks  once  again  to 
the  Members  of  the  School  Board,  Superintendent  Russell, 
the  Members  of  the  Faculty,  Staff,  Parents  and  Citizens  of 
Pittsfield  for  their  continued  support.

PITTSFIELD,  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 

The  1974  summer  program  held  at  Drake  Athletic  Field  in 
Pittsfield,  New  Hampshire  was  many  things  to  the  citizens  of 
this  town.

Henry  F.  Stapleton  441  votes;  Clerk — Roberta  Maxfield  435 
votes;  School  Board  Member — Vernon  D.  Lawton  296  votes 
and  Katrina  V.  Blackwood  197  votes;  Treasurer — Willard 
Bishop  449  votes;  Auditors — Arnold  Wells  25  votes — there 
were  several  scattering  write-in  votes  but  no  one  else  re- 
ceived the  required  10  write-in  votes. 

On  March  14th,  1974  the  annual  School  Meeting  was  held 
at  the  Greenleaf  Auditorium  at  8  p.m.  The  Moderator,  Henry 
Stapleton,  opened  the  meeting  with  the  reading  of  the  war- 
rant and  the  certification  of  posting. 

Article  1  "I  move  the  salaries  of  School  District  Officers  be 
approved  as  follows:  Moderator  $15.00;  Clerk  $15.00;  School 
Board  Chairman  $250.00;  School  Board  Members  $200.00 
each;  Treasurer  $350.00;  Auditors  $30.00;  and  Truant  Officer 
$75.00."  Mary  Osgood  made  the  notion  seconded  by  Win 
Burbank  and  it  was  voted  in  the  affirmative. 

Article  2  "I  move  that  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors,  and 
Committees  of  the  School  District  be  accepted  as  printed  in 
the  Annual  Report. ' '  Win  Burbank  made  the  motion  seconded 
by  Vernon  Lawton.  Vote  affirmative. 

Article  3  "I  move  that  the  District  raise  and  appropriate 
the  Budget  Committee's  recommendation  of  $655,168.00  for 
the  support  of  schools,  for  the  salaries  of  School  District  Offi- 
cials and  Agents,  and  for  the  payment  of  statutory  obliga- 
tions of  the  District."  Gordon  Weldon  made  the  motion  and  it 
was  seconded  by  Peggy  Weldon. 

Julie  Westgard  made  a  motion  to  amend  this  motion  to 
read  in  the  amount  of  $665,139.  Marjdrie  Lawton  seconded 
the  motion.  The  breakdown  of  this  additional  amount  being 
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$9,258.00  for  teachers  salaries  and  $713.00  for  FICA  and 
retirement,  or  a  total  of  $9,971.00. 

Gordon  Weldon  sjated  that  the  Budget  Committee's  figure 
was  a  7%  increase  over  last  year,  plus  the  addition  of  two 
new  staff  members.  School  Board's  recommendation  was  a 
9%  increase,  plus  two  new  teachers  and  two  more  teacher 
aides.  In  arriving  at  the  Budget  Committee  figure  he  said 
they  increased  17  items,  four  remained  the  same  and  five 
were  lower  than  last  year. 

Vernon  Lawton  presented  the  School  Board's  position. 
After  several  meetings  with  the  faculty  they  finally  reached  a 
figure  that  they  felt  reasonable  and  was  agreeable  to  the 
teachers.  Everything  was  taken  into  consideration  including 
salaries,  materials,  etc.  School  Board  feels  thay  have  a  good 
faculty  and  would  not  want  to  lose  them,  and  did  not  feel 
their  request  was  unreasonable.  They  checked  the  surround- 
ing towns  and  found  that  Barnstead  has  a  starting  salary  of 
$7,000.00  and  Chichester  $6,900.00.  Pittsfield  has  a  starting 
salary  of  $6,800.00. 

Eric  Jones  asked  for  an  explanation  of  the  budget  figures. 
According  to  the  approved  budget  last  year  for  salaries,  the 
figure  proposed  this  year  represents  an  increase  of  approxi- 
mately $49,000.00  for  the  School  Board  figure  and  approxi- 
mately $35,000.00  on  the  Budget  Committee  recommenda- 
tion. What  is  this  $9,971.00  figure?  Win  Burbank  explained 
that  the  School  Board  figure  of  $404,786.00  included  two  new 
positions  plus  two  new  teachers  aides.  This  $9,971.00  figure 
includes  no  new  positions.  He  further  explained  that  the 
7%  versus  the  9%  is  correct.  However,  roughly  5% 
represents  what  the  teachers  would  get  on  a  salary  guide, 
and  increase  for  another  year's  additional  experience.  So 
they  would  actually  get  a  2%  increase  on  Mr.  Weldon 's 
figures  or  4%  on  Miss  Westgard's  figure. 

Gordon  Weldon  stated  that  this  2%  difference  is  the 
amount  that  the  Budget  Committee  would  not  agree  on.  He 
further  advised  that  this  would  be  a  considerable  increase 
against  the  present  tax  rate  if  voted.  Bob  Charron  was  asked 
to  comment  on  the  tax  rate.  Will  we  have  to  have  the  whole 
town  assessed?  Mr.  Charron  stated  that  they  would  not  have 
to  assess  the  whole  town.  There  is  a  good  possibility  that  the 
Selectmen  can  work  out  a  formula  to  see  how  much  they  can 
increase  land  and  buildings  for  a  maximum  of  $79.00  per 
thousand.  Question  was  raised  as  to  the  newspaper  article 
indicating  a  $15.00  per  thousand  increase.   Mr.   Charron 
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stated  that  they  only  have  $12.00  left  to  work  with  and  the 
SI 5.00  increase  would  exceed  standard  set  by  State. 

After  further  discussion,  the  Moderator  called  for  a  voice 
vote  on  the  amended  figure  of  $665,139.00.  The  voice  vote 
was  questionable  and  Albert  Riel  asked  for  a  hand  vote.  The 
Moderator  said  he  would  prefer  a  standing  vote,  if 
agreeable.  Stand  vote  results:  82  yes  —  65  no.  Fred  Hast 
asked  for  a  checklist  vote.  Checklist  vote  was  held  under  the 
supervision  of  the  checklist  supervisors,  Frances  Marston 
and  Arnold  Wells.  Also,  assisting  were  Clerk,  Moderator, 
Gilbert  Paige,  and  Richard  Herrick.  After  everyone  present 
who  wanted  to  vote  had  cast  their  ballot,  Clerk  and 
Moderator  counted  the  ballots  assisted  by  John  Kost,  Gordon 
Weldon  and  Charles  Green.  Total  ballots  cast  were  165:  Yes 
85  —  No  79  —  Blank  1.  Amended  motion  carried.  Moderator 
advised  us  we  would  now  act  on  the  original  motion.  Motion 
carried. 

Article  4  "I  move  that  the  District  authorize  the  School 
Board  to  make  application  for  and  receive  in  the  name  of  the 
District  such  advances,  grants-in-aid,  or  other  funds  for 
educational  purposes  as  may  now  or  hereafter  be 
forthcoming  from  the  United  States  Government,  the  State  of 
New  Hampshire,  or  any  Federal  or  State  Agency."  Vernon 
Lawton  made  the  motion  seconded  by  Win  Burbank.  Vote 
affirmative. 

Article  5  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  appropriate  a 
sum  of  $4,000.00  to  establish  a  contingency  fund  to  meet  the 
cost  of  unanticipated  expenses  that  may  arise  during  the  year. 
Vernon  Lawton  made  a  motion  that  we  pass  over  this  Article, 
Mary  Osgood  seconded.  Moderator  said  this  was  agreed  on 
by  the  School  Board  and  the  Budget  Committee  after  the 
Warrant  was  prepared.  Vote  affirmative. 
Article  6  "I  make  a  motion  that  the  District  authorize  the 
School  Board  to  appoint  a  seven  member  school  building 
committee,  said  committee  to  formulate  plans  for  an 
elementary  school  facility."  Isabelle  Franzeim  made  the 
motion.  Motion  was  seconded  and  voted  affirmative. 

Article  7  "I  move  we  adjourn  this  meeting  until  October  9, 
1974  at  8:00  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  for  the  purpose  of  acting 
on  the  recommendations  of  the  school  building  committee 
relative  to  school  construction  and  to  act  on  Article  8." 
Bob  Lemer  made  the  motion,  seconded  by  Randy  Donovan. 

Gordon  Weldon  asked  how  any  money  could  be  acted  upon 
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in  this  reconvened  meeting  if  there  is  no  money  appropriated 
in  this  year's  budget.  Moderator  said  we  would  have  to  go 
back  to  the  Budget  Committee. 

John  Barto  questioned  the  legality  as  far  as  the  Bonding 
Council  was  concerned.  Moderator  advised  us  that  the  School 
Board  checked  with  the  Bonding  Council  and  this  is  the  way 
they  advised  us  to  handle  it. 

Question  continued  to  be  raised  why  we  could  only 
increase  the  total  budget  by  10%  tonight,  but  in  October  we 
could  vote  any  amount  welieeded. 

Win  Burbank  advised  us  they  were  depending  on  what 
they  were  told.  Damon  Russell  wrote  to  the  Bonding  Council 
regarding  the  appropriate  procedure.  The  Budget  Committee 
will  have  to  act  on  the  School  Committee's  recommendation 
and  there  will  also  have  to  be  a  public  hearing  15  days  before 
this  reconvened  meeting.  Considerable  discussion  followed 
regarding  the  legality  of  this  procedure. 

John  Barto  wondered  if  October  9th  would  give  the 
committee  enough  time  to  complete  their  study  and  come  up 
with  the  plans,  site,  designs,  etc.,  plus  have  a  budget 
hearing  and  a  public  hearing.  With  the  summer  months 
involved  he  wondered  if  we  should  not  wait  until  December. 
He  felt  the  summer  months  are  not  good  for  study  groups. 
Win  Burbank  felt  he  had  a  good  point  and  perhaps  the 
motion  should  be  amended  to  read  this  way  so  we  can  find 
out  how  the  rest  of  the  voters  feel. 

Isabelle  Franzeim  felt  that  the  bulk  of  the  work  has  already 
been  done  by  the  School  Study  Committee.  The  Building 
Committee  really  only  has  to  concentrate  on  the  site,  type  of 
construction,  etc. 

Marilyn  Fraser  asked  what  criteria  the  School  Board  would 
use  in  appointing  the  committee.  Win  Burbank  said  he  felt 
two  or  three  of  the  members  should  be  from  the  School  Study 
Committee,  as  this  group  has  just  completed  a  very  thorough 
study  of  the  school  needs  in  our  town.  Other  factors  will  be 
family  status  and  age  bracket.  Bob  Lemer  felt  that  availability 
during  the  summer  months  should  be  an  important  criteria. 
John  Barto  asked  if  maybe  it  would  be  a  good  idea  to 
reconvene  at  the  call  of  the  Moderator  to  give  the  committee 
more  time  if  they  found  this  date  unrealistic.  Frances  Charron 
said  usually  it  is  better  to  have  a  deadline  to  meet,  otherwise 
they  may  have  a  tendency  to  put  it  off  for  a  while. 
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Sharon  MacFarlane  moved  for  the  question.  Moderator 
read  the  motion  again  and  it  was  voted  in  the  affirmative. 

This  meeting  was  adjourned  at  9:45  p.m.  until  October  9, 
1974  at  8:00  p.m.  Officers  were  sworn  in.
